In a democratic Polity like ours consultation by the Government at 
the Centre with the Chief Minister of a State in the matter of appoint 
ment of a Governor to that State is a must in the interest of healthy 
Centre- State relations. But, at present this practice is not being fol 
lowed at all . In almost every case the Union Government merely 
informs the Chief Minister concerned after the decision of appointing 
the Governor to that State has already been taken . Recently , the Chief 
Ministers of Assam , Haryana, etc ., were not consulted at all while mak 
ing appointment of Governors to those States , Intimation of the de 
cision does not amount to consultation which implies ascertainment of 
the views of the Chief Minister as to the suitability of the person 
proposed to be appointed as the Governor. With a view to ensuring the 
process of consultation , it is proposed to incorporate a provision to that 
ettect in the Constitution .
